Wrong Procedure? 


Some who discussed the mat- 
ter with our reporter thought, 
however, that the Consulate has 
gone ‘the wrong way about it by 
communicating direct with ‘the 
jurors, and it was agreed that it 
is this action which has given 
vise to the current rumours 
stufed above. 

A point made by those who are 
retailing the rumours (and they 
claim it to be'a strong one) is 
that ‘if the information required 
by the’ Consulate . was, in fact, 
merely “to complete our records,” 
why was not the Registrar of 
the Supreme Court approached, 
instead of going to the trouble of 
writing to the jurors indivi- 
dually? 

Another question is: “Were 
all the seven men who served on 
the jury ‘communicated with, or 
only certain individuals who 
have been singled out?” It is 50 
far known that only the three 
Chinese and the Portuguese 
juror (all young men). have re- 
ceived communications from the 
Consulate. 

The Sunday Herald reporter 
also learned that the concensus 
of opinion of the friends of thosa 
who are known to have received 
these communications from the 
Consulate was that the Acting 
Jupanese Consul was “out of 
order” to communicate with the 
jurors personally, and, therefore 
the communications should be 
ignored.

The rapid growth of France's 


‘gold reserve In this great bank will 
‘be seen from the fact that it stood 


at only £253,776,875 at the end of 
1928, £341,893,396 in January of 
this year. 

More than £60,000,000 has 
heen added to the huge store in 
the past ten months, 

The store of gold held by the 
Bunk of France, according to 
its most recent weekly balance- 
sheet, nmounta to no less than 
£411,040,219, which is more 
than twice that held by the 
Bank of England.

HE story of the digging of now 

vaults for the Bank of France,

HE shaft through which I was 

taken by one of the highost 

officials of the bank, with an escort 
of other officinla carrying keys and 
blue-uniformed porters to work the 
mechanlam, is protected by a wall 
of concrete and steel more than 
twenty feet thick. 

The first door, with its multiple 
safety locks, appears as just a 
ahect of steel, painted a glistening 
white Iike the walls of the vault. 
But there are a fow small round 
holes to which a handic is attached, 
and then a wheel, and finally a key 
slides home—absurdly small, it 
seems, for such a gigantic slab of 
steel—and two men haul the huge 
door back. This door is over two 
feet thick. ‘It is mnde of steel that! 
is proof against any blowpipe 
known. 

The safe experts compute 
that were the keys of thia and 
the other doors lost, it would 
take at 
blast a way through, working, 
without hindrance, night and 
day. 

The opening of this door, it 
seems, revenils o passage. a few 
fect deep, and then there appears 
a blank wall. This wall is slightly 
rounded, and of solid stecl and 
ecnerete, eighteen fect thick.

In the passage wall another steel 
door bars access to an_ electric 
motor, which, if everything is 
jnermal, and the right koys are pro- 
duced, .revolves the massive cylin- 
der on its pivot in a quarter-circle, 
disclosing a steel - and concrete 
armour plate in the form of a 
xignntic rectangular “cork,” as tho 
bank officials call it.. The “cork” 
weighs more than fourteen tons. 
Whon its bolts have been drawn, 
an electric trolley runs up on rails, 
and slowly pushes this eighteen- 
feet-deep wedge down the passage, 
leaving the way free. . 

Eight tons of solid stecl (the first 
door), and fourtcen tons of stecl 
and conerete (the “cork”), had 
been manocuvred, unlocked, and 
the Jong passage with its steel 
sides, steel floor and steel roof lies 
before us.

gigantic mechanism had been 
working for her sele benefit, a 
little old woman, clad in spot- 
lcsa white, dainty white bon- 
net on her silver hatr, ana a 
duster in her hand, appeared, 
apparently from nowhere.

Valucs of Imports and Exports Up. 


On account of the appreciation in 
the, sterling valuc of Hong Kong 
currency the values of both Imports 
and exports of morchandise during 
the month of Novomber recorded 
the highest sterling totals aindds thy|: 
compilation of trade statistics was 
resumed by Government in April 
1930, 

Tho Statistical Branch af the 
Imports and Exports Department 
reports that Imports were declared 
to n total value of £4.1 millions as 
compared with £3.56 miilions in 
November 1930, while, Exports total- 
fed £3 millions a8 against £2.7 mil- 
liona. ; 

In terms of Hong Kong currency 
Imports totulled $60 3 millions, an 
incrense of $5.2 millions as com- 
pared with November 1930, and Ex- 
ports $46.2 millions, an increase of 
$3.2 millions. 


Decline Of Japanese Imports. 


During the month the decline in 
imports from Japan—first evidenced 
in the October trade returns—be- 
came more marked; the total value 
of imports amounting to $1.7 mil- 
lions ag compared with $7.6 millions 
in November 1930; The chief de- 
creases were, in the Plece Goods and 
Foodstuffs groups; the former de- 
cilning from $3.3 millions to allght- 
ly leas thin half a million, and the 
latter from $1.5 millions to $35,000, 

Taking the two months of October 
and November 1931, total imports 
from Japan amounted to 4 value of 
$6.4 millions, as compared avith 
$14.7 millions in the corresponding 
period of Inst year, decline of ap- 
proximately 56° per cents; the fall 
in November approximating 77 per 
cent.

Experts Want Judges to 
Be Psycho-Analysts.: 


A German physician and a 
German attorney who collaborat- 
ed for four years in preparing a 

( psychological analysis of the 

criminal personality, have pro- 
duced surprising proposals for 
the administration of justice. 

Judges, they wrge, should 
cense to function as they do to- 
day and should carry out their 
duties in the role of psycho-

Loighton JH Toad about the 
middlo of February, Hong Kong 
may well boast of 
tectural triumph. Thia Imposing 
building js of two storeys, and 
atands on an arca of 87, O90 square 
feot of Iand, kindly given by the 
Government. 

The Directors and Committee 
have spared no expense in making 
this edifice a monument to the 
civic apirit of ‘the Chinese com- 
munity. Although costing about 
$100,000 for its constructional 
work alone, the money, in the 
worda of Mr. Yip Kin-fan, the pre- 
gent Director, is well spent con- 
aldering the happiness it will

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TO BID, ,OR TO DOUBLE? 


(By Frank England.) 3 


HERE are many hands where o 

nice’ discrimination is called 
for in deciding whether to bid for 
gume or double the opponents. 

Tf, in these cases, one was cor- 
tuin of making game or certain of 
inflicting a heavy penalty, no diffi- 
culty would arise, but ono rarely 
can be sure on elther point. 

The higher the adverse bid the 
casicr, of course, it Ja to estimate 
the probable — penalty. Free 
doubles of u high contract gen- 
erally suggest themselves, but 
doubling a bid that, if successful, 
glvea ‘the vupponents game is 
tickliah matter. 

Generally speaking, no heavy 
pennities can be gathered unlcas 
there Js a flaw in tho opponents’ 

bidding, xcept In the case of a 
freak distribution, Partner’s bid- 
ding must be sound and faulty 
bidding there may be, attributed 
to tha opponents, 

If partner {s a notoriously un-- 
sound bidder it js botter to re- 
frain from doubling at all unless 
you can defoat the contract from: 
your own hand. However, there 
Is no necessity for bad bidding ‘by: 
the opponents to yield a penalty, : 

Circumstances may ‘bo ‘such’ ab, 
to justify a bid which, in the ro- 
pult, may be heavily punished, and 
such chances should pot be miss- 
ed.

Elaborate Decorations For High

The most luxurious do luxe tri- 
motor club plano yet turned out by 
the Ford Motor Company aeroplane

Statistical Contention Gives © 

. Séven Years. 

The motor trade has long sought 

a “yard-stickh by which it might 
determine the “life expectancy” of 
tho average motorcar. Obviously, 
conditions of operation an’ use vary 
eo materially in the different coun- 
tries that no completely  accarate 
estimate can be given. However, 


in carly 1981, efforts ‘to arrive at 
‘| this Agure have been made in both 


the United States and Groat Britain 
and, surplsingly cnough, tho evid- 
once is that car ifo is practically 
the same In the two countries, The 
American compilation was made by 
the National Automobile: Chamber 
of Commerce, of New York, based 
on annual rogistrations, scrappages 
and increases in fotal operation 
‘figures. The British estimate was 
made by the magazine Motor Com- 
merce, of London, the British motor 
trade authority, on similar informa- 
tlon covering Great Britain, Tho 
two compilations were made entirely 
independently and, of courses, refer 
to conditions and cars of theso two 
countries, Strikingly enough, there 
has been a reduction in the annual 
life of the automobiles in cach coun- 
try, although far less pronounced in 
the United States than in Great 
Britain, , 

No attempt can be made, without 
more complete information than {s 
now available, to sscertain the life 
span of cars in other countries. 
However, upon Information compiled 
by. Automovil Americano, the aver- 
age life of an automobile in Argen- 
tina appears to approximate seven 
yoars.  Thia deduction 13- based on 
the fact that in the seven years from 
1924 to 1930, Inclusive, imports of 
automobiles into Argentina totalled 
417,087 cars and trucks and that 
operation on January 1, 1931, 
throughout tho Republic, was 387,- 
864 automoblics of all types. While 
this deduction {8 not conclusive, it 
corroborates the’ American expori- 
ence that automobiles . live nearly

Another step in the prevention of troublesome outbrenks has 
becn made by the Police Force, with the completion of the Emer- 
gency Unit van at the workshops of the Kowloon-Canton Railway, 
Hunghom, last’ week.

C. D. Lambert, Chicf Mechanical Engjncer of the K.C.R., to the re-

and is capable of n speed of 50 
m.p.-hewhen fuly loaded.

Tho driver is protected by steel: net- 
ting which covers the whole wind 
acreon and the sides of tho driving 
sent. The head lamps and radia- 
tor are also protected in a similar 
manner. There are three exits to 
the van—one from the driving deat, 
one in the side of the van and one 
at the rear. Lockers have been ft- 
ted for the storing of tools, steel 
waistcoats, shields, and a Thomp- 
son gun, At the rear of the van 
specially constructed racks carry 
eight Greener guns, while steel hel- 
mets are hung round the sides of 
the van. 
A Look-Out. 


At the rear of tho driver's 
seat ls a platform which fa gained 
by three, steps. Immediately 
above is an aperture in’ the roof 
of the van, constructed for a loek- 
out. The aperture can be closed 
by a sliding portion of the roof and 
is protected by steel plates which 
fold down on to the roof and can 
be instantly erected by the look-out.

General Higgins, head of the 
Salvation Army, when on a special 
visit to Manchester in. order 
to speak to the Rotary Club, 
took as his subject “The 
Social Service of the Army.” 
It began, he said, about 
forty years ago, and although it 
was only a part of the whole mis- 
‘sion of the Army, 5,000 officers 
were entirely employed in. social 


One of the Anny’s chicf tasks 
look after the criminal 
classes. OF all the people they 
iried to help these were the most 
difficult. The great task of the 
Army was to bridge the gulf which 
existed between the criminal and 
society, to persuade society to trust 
the criminal, and the criminal to 
work ont his .salvation in society.

Marchesa Marconi, speaking at 
the firat International Physica 
Congross, prophesied that the day 

| vould come when tho dreams of 
alchemists would como true, and 
‘ead would be transmuted into gold, 
Ho-added that the discovery would 
aot bring about a boom, but would 
cather tend to another crisis in the 
gold standard, foreign exchanges 
and currencies, 

Fifty of the most-eminent acien- 
tlats of the world wore present. 

Marconi recalled tho famous ex- 
periments of Professor Rutherford 
at Cambridge of the, Danish scien: 
tist Bohr and of Professor Millikan, 
and said: : 

“All the results which modern 
scientists have achieved take us 
back to the oldest positive concep- 
tion of the unity of matter which 
waa the fundamental principle of 
the alchemists of the Middle Ages, 

Tho Fortress of The Atom. 
“The importance of these dis- 

coverlea cannot, yet bo valited, 
Many ore asking the Ppoasibility. of 
utilising, some day, the nucleus of 
energy. We cannot yet cither 
affirm or deny that the attack mado 
by man on the fortress of the atom, 
after centuries of unsuccessful at- 
tempts, is to be succesaful or not, 
but we are noW obtaining a sur- 
prising and encouraging result. 

“The external defences of the 
fortress have crumbled. We be- 
Heve we know now how they are 
censtructed, ‘although the nuclewa 
of the atom still remains a partial 
mystery. Many beliove that the 
nucleus contains an enormous 
wealth of energy which, in the 
future, it will be possible to use 
on behalf of humanity. 

“Tho conquering of tho atom is 
the greatest goal on which the 
efforts of scientists throughout the 
world must ‘converge.
